such action.

Under these circumstances 
the question 


willnaturally 
be asked 
by the taxpayers, 
"Why do the 


supervisors impose thiij,additional expense 
upon the 
people, 


when there 
appears 
to be no special occasion 
therefor.''

explanation 
we may say that the' supervisors 
are in no 
way 


responsible 
for this action. 
They are required 
uuder 
an 


amendment 
of the law passed by the legislature 
to appoint 


a county health 
officer. 
As the law stood 
before it was 


optional with them, but under the amended 
law it is made 


mandatory upon them. 
This matter 
was brought 
to the 


attentiou of the board 
of supervisors 
by a communication 


from Dr. Foster, president, of the state board of health, 
and 


the only thing they could do, without a wilful violation of 
the law on their part, was to make 
au appointment. 
This 


particular law as amended reads as follows: 


The supervisors 
shall appoint 
in each 
county a 


health officer, who shall be deemed an employe 
and 


not a couuty officer, and whose duty it shall be 
to 


enforce and observe all orders and ordinances of the 
board of supervisors 
pertaining to health and sani- 


tary matters, all orders, quarantine regulations 
and 


rules prescribed by the state 
board 
of health, 
and 


all statutes relating 
to the public health 
and 
to 


vital statistics. 
He shall give to the duties 
of his 


office such time and attention as may be necessary 
to secure general supervision ofall matters pertain- 
ing to the health 
and sauitary 
conditions of the 


county, and

so required 
by the board of 


supervisors 
he shall give all of his time to such 


duties. 
He shall be a graduate of a medical college 


'of good standing and repute, shall hold office for a

purchase of Big Bar toll bridge by the 


supervisors 
of Calaveras 
and Amador 
counties 
jointly is 


badly tangled. 
A very serious 
question 
has 
arisen 
con- 


cerning tbe legal right of the 
supervisors 
to apply 
any 


county funds to the purchase of this bridge. It is probable 
that a law suit, involving an appeal 
to the highest 
court^ 
willbe necessary 
before the matter can be definitely settled. 


Itappears 
that the frauchise 
to construct 
this road 
and 


collect tolls,Was granted 
by the legislature 
in the early 


sixties. 
The frauchise ran for thirty years. 
It expired 
be- 


fore 1898. 
In that year an application 
was 
made 
for a re- 


newal of the franchise. 
The bridge had 
become 
delapidated 


and dangerous 
to travelers. 
Accidents occurred owing to its 


poor condition. 
The owner was uuwilliug to put it in re- 


pair, without a renewal of frauchise to collect toll, and 
the 


counties 
were not prepared 
to take over the bridge 
and keep 


the same iv repair. 
So a frauchise 
was allowed extending 


for a period of another 
thirty years. 
This 
franchise 
was 


thereafter 
a matter 
of litigation in the superior 
court 
of 


Calaveras 
county. 
The legality of the. action of the super- 


visors ingrautiug the frauchise was sustained 
by the court. 


Itwas allowed to rest there; 
no appeal 
to the supreme 


court 
was 
taken. 
Under 
the extension 
of the 
franchise 


thus granted tolls have bsen collected ever since. 


The validity of this frauchise is now iv doubt, and 
also 


whether 
the supervisors 
have 
any right . to appropriate 


money for the purchase of the bridge. 
The district attorney 


of each county interested 
has expressed 
aii opinion 
to. the 


effect that the purchase 
cau be made, after 
proper appraise- 


ment. 
Other members 
of the legal profession 
claim other- 


wise. The provisions of the codes bearing on the subject are 
as follows: 


Whenever the frauchise for any toll-bridge, trail, 


turnpike, plank or common wagon has 
expired 
by 


limitation or non-user, such bridge,.trail, 
turnpike, ; 


plank or common wagon road becomes 
a free public 


highway; and np claim shall be 
valid against 
the 


public for right of way, or for the land 
or material 


comprising such bridge, trail, turnpike, plauk 
or 


common wagon road. 
All public 
highways, 
once" 


established, shall continue 
to be public highways 


until abandoned 
by order of the Board of Super- 


visors of the county in which they are 
situated, 
or 


by operation of law, or judgment of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 


At any time within five years from filingthe cer- 
•. 


tificate of completion of any road constructed under 
the provisions of this chapter, 
the 
county 
within 


which the road, or any portion thereof, 
is located, 
' 


may purchase 
the same at a fair cash 
valuation, 
to 
\u0084 


be fixed by seven 
Commissioners, 
.all disinterested 


persons, 
three 
to be appointed 
by the Board 6i 


Supereisors of the county, three by the owuer of the 
road, and the seventh by the Judge of the Superior 
Courr of the' county. 


The supervisors 
seem inclined to purchase, ifthey can 
do 


so under the law, without making themselves 
liable on their 


official bonds. 
The bridge 
and approaches 
are 
worth the 


amount proposed 
to be paid, $8000. 
Itis in good repair, and 


the travelingpublic willbe money ahead 
at the expiration 


of the franchise, which has 19 years 
yet to run, that is 
as- 


suming it to be a valid one. 


Charles H.Turner, the convicted defaulting 
secretary 
of 


the grand parlor of N. 
vS. G. W., is reported 
to have 
re- 


maked, when face to 
face with punishment 
for his crime, 


''That's what one gets lor being a good 
fellow." Evidently 


the flippant remark 
was intended 
to extenuate 
his offense. 


He spent the 
funds 
intrusted 
to him in entertaining 
his 


friends, in whose estimation he was 
no doubt held

jollygood follow. It would have reflected
